I Me  health  statistics  are  sel  out  in  detail  in  the  h >dv  ol  the  Report  ; 
there  arc',  however,  several  features  on  which  1 should  like  to  comment. 

i!  principal  vital  statistics  show  no  signfieant  change  compar'd 

with  1957.  I he  population  of  the  Borough  increased  during  the  year 
In  4b  to  29,280  and  the  natural  increase,  excess  of  births  over  deaths, 
was  257.  I he  Birth  Rate  showed  a slight  reduction  to  20.42  but  the 
Standardised  Rate  ol  18.6  (i.c.  corrected  lor  age  and  sex  structure  ol 
the  population)  exceeds  the  figure  of  16.4  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
Death  Rate  ot  11.65  was  slightlv  less  than  in  1957  but  the  Standardised 
Rate  of  14.45  is  well  above  the  figure  of  11.7  lor  England  and  Wales. 

ct  Discasi  and  Cancer  again  accounted  lor  approximately  hall  ol 
the  deaths  during  the  war,  and  Respiratory  Disease  was  again  an 
important  cause  of  death  especially  amongst  men.  The  Still  Birth  Rate 
and  Infant  Mortality  Rate  show  iittle  change  compared  with  1957. 

In  the  environmental  sphere,  pollution  of  river  and  atmosphere 
continue  to  give  cause  for  concern. 

With  regard  to  the  former,  the  foul  condition  of  the  river  Tvne 
continues  to  become  progressively  worse  and  more  offensive.  The  Local 
Authorities,  situated  on  the  river,  continue  to  hold  occasional  joint 
meetings;  they  have  been  advised,  as  a result  of  prolonged  tests,  that 
trunk  sewers,  discharging  untreated  sewage  into  the  sea  near  the  rivet 
mouth,  would  be  impracticable  although  thev  tigreed  that  further 
investigation  should  be  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  King’s  College,. 
New  east  le. 

W ith  regard  to  atmospheric  pollution  however,  the  situation  is  much 
more  encouraging  Many  of  the  Tyneside  authorities  are  now  making 
use  ol  the  powers  given  them  bv  the  Clean  \ir  Net,  1956.  In  the  Borough 
ol  J.urrovv,  towards  the  end  ol  1958,  proposals  were  submitted  in  con- 
nection with  the  first  smoke  control  area  in  the  town;  these  proposals 
have  since  received  government  approval.  I he  area  concerned  consists 


ol  the  central  re-development  area  <>l  the  town  and  the  relevant  Smoke 
Control  ( )rrler  should  come  into  force  next  vear. 

I make  no  apologv  lor  once  again  rclcrrmg  to  lung  cancer;  during 
the  year  there  were  IS  deaths,  all  in  men,  'rom  this  disease.  Let  not  the 
fair  sex,  however,  consider  themselves  immune,  for,  with  the  steady 
increase  in  the  number  ol  women  with  a long-  historv  of  cigaielte  smok- 
ing,  the  lemale  death  rate  I rom  this  disease  is  now  beginning  to  rise 
rapidly  and  will  eventually  catch  up  with  that  of  the  less  fortunate  males. 

Addiction  to  cigarettes  invokes  a serious  pers  mal  hazard  to  health 
which  millions  ot  people  appear  to  be  willing  to  .accept  readily.  1 he 
example  set  to  children  and  young  people,  in  this  connection,  is  a per- 
sonal responsibility  which,  although  unaccepted  bv  many,  should  not  be 
lightly  shelved  by  any  who  may  exert  influence  over  the  rising  gener- 
ation. 

In  Marcli,  1958,  Mr.  R.  C.  Thompson  retired  from  the  post  of  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  on  attaining-  the  age  ol  65  years  and  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  A.  R.  Metcalfe.  Mr.  Thompson  had  given  most  valu- 
able service  to  the  Borough  over  a period  of  38  vears  and  for  the  past  39 
years  had  occupied,  with  distinction,  the  position  of  Chief  Inspector. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  mv  appreciation  ot  the  assistance 
and  co-operation  I have  received  from  Chairmen,  Members  of  the 
Council,  other  Officials  and  my  Stall  in  the  Health  Department.

,2)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions. 

(a)  Description  of  the  Area, 

The  Borough  of  Jarrow  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape  having  its 
northern  boundary  lormed  bv  the  River  Tyne.  To  the  east  and  west  the 
boundaries  of  tile  area  are  contiguous  with  those  of  South  Shields 
Countv  Borough  and  Hebburn  Urban  District  respectively,  while  the 
Newcastle  Sunderland  railway  line  forms  the  southern  boundary  between 
| arrow  and  Boldon  Urban  Distrirt. 

Jarrow,  with  its  two  mile  water  front,  forms  part  ul  the  densely 
populated  i vneside  conurbation  and  is  part  of  the  northern  boundary  of 
Durham  Countv;  there  are  direct  links  with  Northumberland  by  means 
of  the  pedestrian  tunnel  and  the  vehicular  ferry  between  Jarrow  and 
Howdon. 

The  Newcastle  South  Shields  railway  line  divides  the  densely 
populated  industrial  and  commercial  district  forming  the  northern-most 
third  ol  the  Borough  from  the  mainly  residential  area  to  the  south.  The 
northern  area  is  in  process  of  extensive  re-development  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Comprehensive  Area  Re-development  Plan  which  provides 
for  the  demolition  bv  wav  of  slum  clearance  of  the  majority  of  houses  in 
t lie  area.  The  Plan  also  provides  for  the  construction  of  new  roads  to 
link  up  with  the  proposed  Tyne  Tunnel  to  lie  constructed  alongside  the 
pedestrian  tunnel,  so  as  to  replace  the  existing  ferry.  The  persons  dis- 
placed bv  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  will  he  re-housed  partly  within 
the  area  of  the  Development  Plan  and  partly  in  the  overspili  site  in  the 
Boldon  Crhan  District  adjoining  the  southern  houndaiw  of  the  Borough.

Since  these  figures  were  compiled  The  British  Celanese  Ltd.,  Bede 
Trading  Estate,  Jarrow,  have  ceased  production.  The  numbers  now 
employed  in  the  Textile  Industry  are  nil.  The  majority  of  redundant 
local  work  people  were  absorbed  by  other  firms  on  the  Estate. 


(c)  Unemployment. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  the  average  number  of 
unemployed  men  and  women  registered  as  unemployed  was  approxi- 
mately 860.  There  was  a slight  increase  to  980  in  the  second  quarter 
owing  to  the  reduced  demand  for  steel,  and  a recession  in  the  Shiprepair- 
ing Industry.  Increased  activity  in  the  Ship-repairing  Industry  caused 
a reduction  to  820  in  the  third  quarter,  but  a further  recession  was 
responsible  for  an  increase  to  1,150  in  the  last  quarter. 

The  fluctuations  are  mainly  in  respect  of  men,  the  women’s  register 
remaining  almost  static  throughout  the  year. 

'The  overall  increase  in  unemployment  during  the  year  is  directly 
related  to  decreasing  orders  in  the  ship  repairing  industry.

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IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 

Ibis  branch  of  preventive  medicine  continues  to  assume  great 
importance  with  increased  supplies  ol  vaccine  and  further  extension  ol 
eligible  categories  in  the  scheme. 

The  table  below  sets  out  the  numbers  immunised  during  the  course 
of  the  year  ; towards  the  end  of  1958  authority  was  given  to  proceed  with 
immunisation  of  the  older,  15  to  25  year  old,  age  groups  and  also  third 
injections,  and  this  work  commenced  earlv  in  1959.  The  number  shown 
in  column  three  as  awaiting  injection  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  accounted 
for  In  the  shortage  of  supply  of  the  vaccine  which  was  erratic  and  inter- 
mittent throughout  the  year.  The  suppiv  position  remained  difficult 
during  early  1959,  but  more  recenth  has  greatly  improved.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


WATER  SUPPLY.— The  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water 
Company  supplies  the  Borough  with  a piper!  supply  ol  water  which  is 
constant  in  qualitv  . 

Service  pipes  are  laid  to  almost  all  premises  within  the  Borough. 
Manv  houses  in  the  older  part  of  the  town  are  supplied  by  means  of  yard 
taps,  some  of  which  serve  more  than  one  dwelling. 

One  complaint  about  sediment  in  the  water  was  quickly  dealt  with 
by  mains  Hushing,  and  a sample  of  the  discoloured  water  was  lound  to  be 
free  from  bacterial  contamination. 

C.  \.  Scrpell.  Esq.,  B.Kng.,  M.I.C.E.,  M.l.W.K,,  Engineer,  of 
the  Water  Company,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  summary  of  the 
results  ot  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  tested  in  the  Company’s 
laboratory.  Samples  were  taken  from  all  of  the  sources  which  may 
suppK  |arro\y  with  water.

(a)  Measurement  ol  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

I here  are  now  two  recording  stations,  a second  one  having  come 
into  operation  in  May,  1958.  The  new  station  was  set  up  on  the  roof  of 
t lie  Market  Square  Co-operative  Hall  in  the  centre  of  the  older  northern 
sector  abutting  the  riverside  and,  like  the  Monkton  Dene  station,  con- 
sists ol  a deposit  gauge  and  a lead-peroxide  candle. 

1 he  readings  ol  solid  deposits  and  sulphur  as  set  out  below  clearly 
show  the  heavier  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  more  industrial  northern 
area  ol  the  Borough.

Dealing  with  the  problem  ol  atmospheric  pollution,  the  ( ouncil  took 
a great  step  lorward  towtirds  the  end  of  the  year  by  approving  the  pro- 
ject lot  the  establishment  ol  farrow’s  iirsi  Smoke  ( onlrol  \rea.  I la 
proposed  area  ol  about  SS  acres  lorms  part  ol  the  shopping  centre  ol  the 
town  and  is  expected  to  contain  about  740  premises,  ol  which,  about  one 
quarter  will  be  prixately  owned  commercial  or  public  buildings  and  the 
remainder  mair.lv  new  Council  houses  and  flats. 

Since  the  proposed  Smoke  Control  Area  lorms  part  ol  the  compre- 
hensive plan  tor  redc\ elopment  ol  the  northern  part  ol  the  Borough,  it 
mav  readilv  be  extended  by  the  addition  ol  cleared  sites  when  the  exist- 
ing unfit  houses  have  been  demolished.  It  could  eventually  become  a 
large  smoke  control  area  of  mainly  new  buildings. 

(c)  industrial  Smoke. 

I he  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1953,  which 
prescribe  new  limits  lor  emissions  ol  industrial  smoke,  came  into  loree 
on  |mic  1st,  1953.  Within  a lew  da\s,  a letter  was  sent  to  all  factories 
and  business  premises  within  the  Borough,  explaining'  the  main  leatures 
of  tin  regulations  and  inviting  the  co-operation  ol  all  concerned.  Despite 
this  acli  n t > a\  .id  contraventions  of  the  new  regulations  occurring 
unwitting l\ , there  were  some  excessive  emissions  at  first.  In  most 
cases,  however,  interviews  with  managements  brought  a ready  response. 
One  company  converted  a mobile  crane  from  coal  to  oil  bring,  another 
installed  smoke  alarm  equipment,  and  a third  discontinued  the  use  ol 
unsuitable  fuel. 

In  the  course  of  this  work,  32  smoke  observations  were  recorded, 
resulting  in  22  inspections  of  plant  and  16  interviews  with  management. 

V total  of  356  visits  were  made  in  connexion  with  all  aspects  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act.

Housing. 


Clearance  Areas. 

l'lie  continued  clearance  of  unlit  housing-  accommodation  is  tilt* 
principal  public  health  activity  of  the  department.  As  such,  it  occupies 
the  majority  ot  available  time  and  effort,  and  limits  the  amount  ol 
attention  given  to  food  hygiene,  smoke  abatement  and  other  matters. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  rewarding  work  in  that  it  produces  obviously  bene- 
ficial results  quickly. 

Some  delay  did  occur,  however,  in  connexion  with  one  phase  ot  1 1 it? 
clearance  area  programme  concerning  the  central  area  ot  the  town.  1 he 
.Market  Square  C learance  Areas,  Nos.  1 to  5,  affecting-  131  houses  and 
351  persons,  had  been  declared  in  September,  1957  and  made  the  subject 
of  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in  the  following  month.  A Public 
Inquire  was  held  on  April  15th,  1958,  but  the  decision  ot  the  Minister 
was  not  made  known  until  November  of  that  year. 

The  High  Street  Nos.  1,  2 and  3 Clearance  Areas,  relating  to  134 
houses  and  434  persons,  were  declared  in  February,  1958.  A Public 
Inquiry  was  held  concerning  only  the  larger  No.  3 Area  in  September, 
there  being  no  objectors  in  the  other  two  areas.  All  three  areas  were 
confirmed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Two  further  areas,  High  Street  Nos.  4 and  5,  were  declared  in 
October,  and  involve  103  houses  and  319  persons.  In  addition,  inspec- 
tions of  houses  in  three  more  areas  were  in  progress  at  the  close  of  the 
year.

Housing  Repairs. 

The  early  months  ol  the  year  were  notable  for  the  increased  use,  by 
tenants  of  investment  properties,  of  the  machinery  of  the  Rent  Act, 
1957  to  secure  the  carrying  out  ol  repairs  or  abatement  of  rent  increase. 
Bv  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  applications  to  the  Council  for 
certificates  relating  to  repairs  was  falling  off  steeply. 

One  effect  of  the  Rent  Act  has  been  the  reduced  need  for  the  Council 
to  use  the  Housing  Act  powers  to  make  houses  fit  by  carrying  out  work 
in  default  of  owners,  a procedure  which  created  main  difficulties,  not 


least  the  recovery  ol  debt.

l'lie  repair  procedure  of  the  Kent  Act  is  extremely  complicated  for 
the  lavman,  and  often  occasions  prolonged  delay-  During  1958,  though 
tile  bulk  ol  repair  work  to  tenanted  private  houses  was  initiated  by  the 
use  of  the  provisions  ol  the  Kent  Act,  it  was  frequently  necessary  for  the 
C ouncil  to  use  its  powers  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the 
Housing  Vet,  1957,  in  order  to  have  urgent  repairs  effected. 

A total  ot  87  statutory  notices  were  served  under  the  Public  Health 
Vet,  and  in  6 cases  the  work  was  done  by  the  Council  in  default  of  the 
owners  A further  18  statutory  notices  were  served  under  Section  9 of 
the  Housing  Vet,  1957,  and  the  default  powers  were  used  lor  two  ol 
those. 

A perusal  of  the  summary  of  visits  given  in  Section  C.  of  this  report 
shows  that  about  half  of  all  visits  made  are  particularlv  concerned  with 
housing  problems,  whilst  in  terms  of  time  consumed  the  proportion 
given  to  housing  matters  is  nearer  three-quarters.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

1 he  bulk  ol  the  milk  consumed  in  the  Borough,  is  supplied  by  five 
distributors,  none  of  whom  are  producer-retailers.  Although  almost  all 
ol  the  milk  retailed  is  heat-treated,  only  one  distributor  has  pasteurising 
plant  in  the  area,  operating  on  a large  scale  in  premises  which  were 
somewhat  inadequate.  However,  a new  dairy  fitted  with  up-to-date 
equipment  has  been  constructed,  and  came  into  use  early  in  1959. 

There  is  locally  considerable  trade  in  sterilised  milk  which  can  be 
bought  at  most  shops  which  sell  provisions.

8.7  fat  of  which  only  1.4%  was  butter  lat.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the 
analyst  that  tollee  claimed  to  be  “creamy”  should  contain  a total  fat 
content  of  15°,  of  which  not  less  than  5 ’;,  should  be  butter  fat,  or  if 
butter  fat  only  were  used,  10%,  would  suffice. 

\ sample  of  butterscotch  tablets  analysed  contained  0.04%  ol  fat. 
file  analyst's  report  referred  to  the  agreement  reached  between  the 
Ministr\  o|  Fund  and  representat  ices  ol  the  Chocolate'  and  Sugar  Con- 
fectioners trade  (Circular  MIL  21  r>7)  1 It  a t sugar  confectioners  using  the 
word  “butter”,  as  in  butterscotch,  in  the  description  should  contain  not 
less  than  4'’,,  butter  lat. 

In  these  tsvo  cases  the  Council  instructed  the  Town  Clerk  to  inform 
each  manufacturer  about  the  report  of  the  Public  \nalsst. 
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I lie  third  case  related  to  the  sale  of  beef  sausage  which  contained 
preservative  although  not  advertised  to  that  effect  at  the  time  of  sale.

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955. 

Steach  progress  was  made  throughout  the  year  in  reducing  the 
number  ot  premises  which  do  not  lullv  comply  with  tlte  requirements  ol 
tin  Regulations.  Minor  contraventions  were  dealt  with  on  the  spot, 
though  it  was  humd  necessary  in  18  instances  to  send  notifications  in 
writing. 

The  occupier  of  one  shop  was  prosecuted  lor  alleged  contravention 
of  Regulations  16  and  19  which  deal  with  the  provision  of  wash  hand 
basins  and  sinks.  At  the  hearing,  the  Magistrates  decided  that  the 
provision  of  a plastic  bowl  and  jug  did  not  comply  with  Regulation  16, 
and  the  shop-keeper  was  convicted  and  fined. 

With  regard  to  Regulation  19,  the  case  for  the  C ouncil  was  that, 
in  the  circumstances,  the  sink  was  not  “suitable  and  sufficient’’,  but  the 
magistrate  decided  otherwise  and  dismissed  the  charge. 

Mthough  the  general  standard  of  food  premises  is  undoubtedly 
improving,  the  standard  ol  lood  hvgicne  practice  in  [arrow  varies 
widely.  In  some  premises  it  is  high  but  common  food  handling  faults, 
such  as  finger  licking  and  bag-blowing,  still  persist. 


The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947-1952. 

There  is  now  only  one  ice  cream  manufacturer  in  tin*  Borough,  but 
55  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

During  the  vear,  proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Regulations  for 
failure  to  provide  and  maintain  the  required  recording  thermometers. 
The  case  was  dismissed  on  the  plea  of  the  manufacturer  that  onlv  “cold 
mix”  was  used  on  the  relevant  date.  Between  the  summons  being 
issued  and  the  date  of  the  hearing,  the  necessary  equipment  was  fitted 
to  the  pasteuring  plant.

SECTION  F. 


Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases. 


I'lic  total  number  ol  Inlectious  Diseases  notified  during  1958  was 
487  compared  with  1,094  in  1957.  This  decrease  ol  007  was  I a rifely 
accounted  lor  hv  tin-  fact  that  the  measles  epidemic  of  1956  57  did  not 
recur  during  the  winter  of  1957  58. 

Measles. 

Most  ol  thr'  cases  notified  during  1958  occurred  during  the  last  tew 
weeks  ol  thr'  rear  and  proved  to  be  the  beginning  ol  an.  epidemic  which 
extended  into  early  1959  thus  maintaining;'  the  common  biennial  epidemic 
pattern.  Although  this  epidemic  was  on  a moderate  scale,  the  disease 
was  rather  more  severe  with  a higher  proportion  of  complications,  some 
o|  width  r • -f i m i ri‘«  1 hospital  treatment. 


Dysentery. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  cases  of  dvsenterv  were  notified  dur- 
ing 1958.  This,  however,  is  no  cause  for  complacency  as  Sonne 
Dvsenterv  continues  to  be  endemic  throughout  Tvneside.  The  mild 
nature  ol  the  svmptoms  results  in  mam  eases  not  being'  diagnosed,  with 
the  resultant  risk  of  spreading  the  infection. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  was  a further  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  from 
54  to  38.  Immunisation  against  this  disease,  which  mav  be  serious  in 
earlv  childhood,  is  ol  undoubted  value  and  is  rcadilv  available  bv  both 
General  Practitioners  and  Local  Health  \uthoritv  clinics. 

Poliomyelitis. 

One  case  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis,  occurring-  in  a child  aged  2 years, 
was  notified  during  1958.  The  diagnosis  had  been  made  retrospectively 
a few  weeks  alter  the  initial  svmptoms.  There  was  no  other  ease  in  the 
area  at  the  time  and  no  source  of  infection  could  be  established. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

There  were  12  eases  notified  flaring  1958  compared  with  32  in  1957. 
All  , except  one,  ol  these  eases  occurred  in  Dancsfield  Maternity  Hospital 
with  the  staff  of  which,  a close  liaison  is  maintained  in  order  thal 
effective  control  measures  may  be  speedily  applied  when  required. 
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Tuberculosis. 

1 ho  numbor  ol  now  oast's  ol  1’ulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
1958  was  87  compared  with  42  in  1957 ; this  is  the  lowest  such  figure  ever 
recorded  in  the  Borough.  There  w'as  a substantial  reduction  from  29  to 
19  amongst  males  notified  but  the  number  of  females  rose  from  13  to  18, 
the  additional  eases  occurring  in  the  .age  range  35-45  years. 

The  table  below  shows  the  incidence  of  new  eases  and  of  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  over  the  last  20  vears.

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APPENDIX  I. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1950,  and  the 
Agriculture  Act,  1937,  (Part  IX). 


To  the  Chairman  arul  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 submit  this  brief  report  ot  local  activity  during'  1958  in  connection 
with  the  Council’s  statutory  duties  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  that  there  was  no  recurrence  of  foot-and- 
mouth  disease  following  the  outbreak  in  Jarrow  during  1957. 

Action  was  taken,  however,  to  deal  with  a case  of  suspected 
anthrax,  as  a result  of  notification  from  the  Police  that  a goat  had  been 
found  dead.  A notice  (Form  A)  was  served  declaring  the  area  to  be  an 
Infected  Place,  and  all  steps  taken  to  have  the  matter  promptU  dealt 
with.  A Yeterinar\  Inspector  of  the  Ministrv  of  Agriculture,  f isheries 
and  Food  subsequently  examined  the  carcase,  as  a result  of  which  a 
certificate  was  issued  that  the  animal  was  not  at  its  death  affected  with 
anthrax.  Accordingly,  a further  notice  (Form  B)  was  issued  withdraw- 
ing the  restrictions  on  the  area.  Both  notices  were  served  on  the  same 
dav  in  the  space  of  about  three  hours. 

Of  local  us  well  as  national  interest  is  the  progress  being  made  in 

the  plan  to  eradicate  tuberculosis  from  cattle.  On  March  1st,  195S  the 

whole  of  Northumberland  and  the  remainder  of  Durham  (part  ot  the 
western  area  of  the  countv  had  already  been  dealt  with)  was  made  a 

“free-testing”  area,  so  that  by  March,  I960  it  should  reach  the  next 

stage  and  be  declared  a “tuberculosis  eradication  area In  1961  this 
area,  which  includes  farrow,  should  become  an  attested  area  in  which 
all  herds  will  consist  onlv  of  tuberculin  tested  cattle.

Report  on  Shops  Act,  1950,  for  the  Year  1958. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mk.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  (iEvieemen, 

1 submit  tin-  Annual  Report  lor  1958  concerning  the  Council's 
duties  under  the  Shops  Vet,  1950. 

In  relation  to  those  duties,  the  important  event  o(  the  year  under 
review  was  the  decision  oi  a Di\isional  Court  ot  the  Queen's  Bench,  in 
the  ease  ot  Slone  \.  Boreham,  that  a mobile  shop  was  not  a shop  lor  the 
purposes  ol  that  part  ol  the  \el  detiling  with  Sunday  trading.  It  will 
be  recalled  that,  in  connexion  with  the  report  of  that  decision,  the  Coun- 
cil referred  consideration  of  the  general  question  of  mobile  shops  to  the 
Association  ot  Municipal  Corporations. 

It  would  now  seem  that  until  new  legislation  is  made,  applving  to 
mobile  slurps  as  well  as  ordinary  shops  the  same  restrictions  as  to  hours 
ol  closing  and  Sundew  trading,  the  onlv  effective  control  over  travelling 
shops  is  by  \irtue  of  those  sections  of  the  Shops  Act  which  regulate  the 
hours  of  employment  of  shop  assistants.  Meanwhile,  the  anomalous 
position  with  regard  to  the  law  continues  and,  for  the  administrator, 
merely  adds  to  the  practical  difficulties — what  are  and  what  are  not 
perishable  goods? — of  operating'  an  Vet  which  in  1950  consolidated 
legislation  .already  largely  out  ol  date.
